ABBASSIEH OASIS. 


With regard to this concession, the Govern- 
ment have still a chanceof retrievingsomething, 
when the question comes up of granting a 
firman to the société anonyme contemplated 
in the contract of sale. Thea “apport” of the 
concession is to be gratuitous, and it remains 
to be seen how far this clause will be given 
effect to. If Founders’ shares exist it cannot 
be said that the concession is contributed 
gratis, and yet there are rumours of Founders’ 
shares, and. of extraordinarily big prices being 
attributed to these shares. It would be ex- 
ceedingly interesting and instructive to know 
where these Founders’ shares will be placed. 
A co-operative building land company with a 
really gratuitously contributed concession and 
no Founders’ shares, would meet with immense 
support, if founded on thebasis that each share- 
holder of £100 wouldreceivea building plot, with 
roads, water, and light brought to his bound- 
ary. This would be exploiting the land for the 
benefit of the householder, and save him from 
what appears his fate of being exploited for the 
benefit of these new landowners. That the 
Government have thrown away the land no one 
doubts. It behoves the Government now to try 
and retrieve the position in some measure, 
and show that common-sense has not wholly 

from their councils. 

What one would like to know is : (1) Who 
is the official responsible for giving away this 
great tract of Government land ? (2) On what 
grounds was it refased to a former applicant 
if it is the case that application was made ? 
(3) Who are the other parties interested be- 
sides the two purchasers ? (4) Who drew up 
the contract which contains no sateguards 
against a monopoly of land, tramways, and 
electric light being exploited without regard 
to public interest? (5) Why the contract was put 
though with such secrecy, when the many 
questions involved should have had ample 
examination and at the hands of 
various departmen Why such a huge 
block of land was ait (7) Why the price 
was only £ 1 per feddan. (8) Why the land 
was not lotted by Government and sold 
to individuals in feddan plots at £100 each. 
(9) Why there is no “representative of the 
Treasury on the Front Bench” at the present 
moment. “to face the music.”

The Khedive who, will be among the guests 
at the Royal wedding, arrived in London 
last’ evening, having crossed from Calais to 
and travelled to 
Victoria Station: by special South-Eastern and 
Chatham train, which reached the terminus 
at a quarter-past seven o'clock. The train 
was run into the departure side of the station, 
so that the Royal Waiting Room and Wilton- 
road exist were available for the Khedive 
and the distinguished company -assembled to 
receive him. A portion of the platform was 
reserved and carpeted. Among those awaiting 
his Highness were the Duke of Connaught, 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, * General Sir 
Godfrey Clerk, attached on behalf of King 
Edward ; Sir Eldon Gorst, Prigdipal Under 
Seoretary at the Foreign Officd ; Sir Eric 
Barrington, Principal Private Secretary to 
Lord Lansdowne; the Swedish Minister in

Legation ; Count Stenbook, Sir Rennell Redd, 
Lady Garvagh, the Hon. Leopold Canning, 
Mr. Bax-Ironside and Mrs, Bax-Ironside ; 'Co- 
lonel Egerton and Major Murray, in attend- 
ance ou tho Dake of Connaught; Captain 
Walter Campbell, Groom-in-Waiting to ,the 
King ; and Captain Yarde-Buller, attached on 
behalf on the King.

THE PLAGUE, 


During the week ending Jane 16, 4 cases of 
plague were notified in Egypt, namely, 1

and 22 have recovered. There are now 6 cases 
under treatment, as follows :—

Yesterday's bulletin records a fresh case at 
Alexandria and another at Port Said.

CATTLE PLAGUE. 


There were. notified 15 deaths from cattle 
plague throughout Egypt during the week

The Nile valley has experienced remarkable 
climatic changes since the completion by the 
British of the great irrigation system, and 
there have been electrical storms of a character 
hitherto unknown to the country, during one 
of which the Khephren pyramid was strack by 
lightning, an occurrence that has never before 
been recorded. * 

Aside from its meteorological importance, 
theevent is of particular interest to Phila- 
delpbians, a8 ‘it may result in the complete 
equipping of the pyramids with lightning rods 
made in this city. Inquiries are now being 
made by J. C. Hendrique, who i3 semi-officially 
attached to the Egyptian service, about the 
price and construction of lightning rods turned 
out by local manufacturers. 

A lightning rod system for the pyramids 
would be a pretty big undertaking but 
eventually it msy turn out that the ancient 
piles will bear superimposed devices eee 
the trademark, ‘Made in Philadelphia.”

PROVINCIAL WATER SUPPLY.

The installation of potable water at Man- 
sourah has been completed at a cost of L.E. 
20,000, and the water has been supplied to 
the inhabitants of that town through the last 
improved Jewell filter since Wednesday last. 
Meanwhile, work is being actively carried on 
for a similar installation at Damietta, and the 
Ministry of the Interior .has decided to make 
installations of pure water i in all the principal 
bandars as far as possible. It is hoped that in 
two years’ time pure water may be sspplied to 
all the villages. 

The Government has appointed an expert, 
M. Abel, to advise’ in all matters connected 
with the water supply of towns. We need not 
emphasise the great importance of this reform 
from the sanitary point of view. The preva- 
lence of typhoid fever among Europeans and 
of gastro enteritis among the children of the 
Arab population is caused i in part by impure 
water, and we congratulate the authorities on 
their determination to ensure a good supply of 
water for all our provincial towns.

WESTERN EGYPT CORPORATION. 


The work of exploration in Northern Khar- 
geh progresses most satisfactorily. The explor- 
ing party has located several extensive sub- 
terranean water conduits connected by lines of 
manholes conveying water over a large area, 


besides other remains of irrigation works, among — 


them a stone-faced well 10 feet in diameter 
giving-so copious a sapply of water that the 
means at the command of the exploring party 
did not permit them to clear it beyond 15 feet.

EGYPTIAN. IRRIGATION." 


BY SIR HANBURY BROWN, K.C.M.G. 
: ( Continued from Saturday. ) 

The Assouan Dam is built on the granite 
ro2k which ‘o ms the crest of the First Cata- 
ract, 600 miles. to the south of Cairo. The 
original design of the dam was the work of Sir 
William Willcocks ; the dam, as actually built, 
was in principle the same as that originally 
designed, but was modified in details. It is 
about 1+ miles (2,000 m.) in length. Its height 


0 | varies with the level at which sound rock was 


fofind, the/maximum height trom foundation 


0 | being about 125 ft. (37 m.). The thickness of 


the dam at the top is 23 ft. (7 m.) and at the 
deepest part 81 ft. (25 m.), and the ‘total 
weight of masonry in it is over one million 
tone. ‘I'he difference of water level above and 
below the dam is 67 ft. (21 m.). The dam is 
constructed of local granite set in Portland 
cement mortar. The interior is of rubble laid 
by hand, with about 40% of.the bulk in 
cement mortar, 4 of sand to 1 of cement. 
All the face work is of coursed — rock-faced 
ashlar, except the sluice linings, which are 
finely dressed. The lining of 30 of the lower 
slices is-of cast iron. The dam is pierced 
with sluice openings of sufficient area to pass 
the flood discharge of the river, which may 
amount to 500,000 cu. ft. per sec. There are 
140 such openings 23 ft. (7 m.) high by 6 ft. 
6 in. (2 w.) wide, and 40 more of half that 
height and same width. Those sluice-gates, 
which are subject to heavy pressure at the 
time of movement, are of the Stoney roller 
pattern. Navigation is provided for by a 
ladder of four locks, each 268 fc. (80 m.) long 
by 31 ft. (94 m.) wide. The cost of the dam 
was 24 million ponnds. 

The reservoir Above dam, as built, is 
calculated to hold-abentA,300 million cu. yds, 
of water with{ the water surface at 106 m. 
above sea. It had originally been decided to 
build the dam 26 ft. higher, so as to hold up 
water to 114m. above sea, which would have 
given a storage capacity in the reservoir of 
3250 million cu. yd. But the Egyptian Go- 
vernment gave way before the strong protests 
against the submersion of Phile raised by 


4] archwologists and artists, and the lesser pro- 


ject was adopted ; a compromise which is far 
from satisfying the champions either of the 
past or of the present. After the first year’s 
working of the reservoir, Egypt is as thiraty as 
ever and crying out for more water. 

The Assiout and Zifta Barrages do not store 


0| water, but distribute the available supply by 


producing artificial levels in the river conve- 


0 | nient for feeding the canals depending on them, 


In design they are similar to the first(Barrage 
below Cairo ; but the Assiout Barrage spans 
the who'e undivided river, and the Zifta Bar- 
rage one of the Delta Branches only. The duty 
of the Assiout Barrage is to feed the lbrahimieh 
Canal, which irrigates the sugar-cane and 
cotton plantations of Middle Egypt. The Zifta 
Barrage, on the Damietta Branch, facilitates 
the distribution of water in Lower Egypt by 
feeding the Long Eastern Delta canals—some 
of which are more than 100 miles in length— 
at a fresh point about half way between the 
old Barrage and the sea. Both the Assiout and 
Zifta- Barrages are built on platforms, 9 ft. 
9 in. (3 m.) thick and from, 85 to 100 ft. (26 to 
30 m.) wide, coke be up- and down- 
stream rows'of castiron piles specially design- 
ed to permit off the jurfctions being grouted 
with cement. Yn addition, there are apron 
extensions to the floor, the up-stream apron 
being of rubble and puddled clay, the down- 
stream apron of rubble overlying a filter bed 
of pebbles and fine staff. The Assiout Barrage 
is 900 yds. in length and has 111 bays of 16 ft. 
5 in. (5m.) width, separated by piers 6 ft, 
6 in. (2 m.) wide, with abutment piers of 13 ft. 
(4 m.) thickness after every ninth opening, and 
a lock of 52 ft. 6 in. (16 m.) width and 268 ft. 
(80 m.) length. Two iron regulating gates, as 
in the old Barrage, are worked in vertical 
grooves by an overhead winch, and provide for 
holding up a lJeyel of 9 ft. 9 in. (3 m.) of water, 
The Zifta Barrage has 50 bays, but is in other 
re:pects similar to the Assiout except 
that it is designed to hold up 18 ft. of water.

The 1,300 million cu. yds. of water, annually 
stored in the Assonan Reservoir, whether used 
for conferring perennial irrigation to basin 
lands, or for the reclamation of land hitherto 
uncultivated, may be considered to be worth 
£ 8,750,000. For, in consequence of such a 
sapply, the annual rent of 1,250,000 acres will 
rise by at least £3 an acre. The value of 
‘he cotton crop raised annually by it may be 
ostimated as worth from 4 to 5 million pounds. 
Government will gain directly in land tax 
£625,000, and indirectly much more ; the 
land owners will gain in increased réntals, 
‘ess the increase on land tax, £3,125,000 ; and 
the sale value of their land will increase by 
£30 an acre, or in all £37,500,000. 

Fourure DEVELOPMENTS. 

In spite of all that has been accomplished, 
much more remains to be done before Egypt is 
content and the Sudan developed, or the 
utilisation of the Nile water is complete. It has 
been estimated that Egypt alone still requires 
in summer, in addition to the 1,800 million cn. 
yds, of water stored in the Assouan Reservoir, 4 
to 5,000 million more for its complete develop- 
ment. What the Sudan requires as its summer 
supply has not yet been put into figures,

how is the reservoir to be filled ? The catch- 
ment area, beyond the limite of the lake itself, 
is approximately only three times the area of 
thé lake. Evaporation and absorption dispose 
of nine-tenths of the rainfall, and the balance 
only finds its way to the Nile over the Ripon 
Falls.-The relation of the lake area to the 
catchment area and the rainfall disqualifies the 
lake for service as an efficient storage reservoir. 
The very size of the lake, which was thought 
@ recommendation, is the reverse. 

This conclusion being accepted, the next 
thing that suggests itself is to make tha 
Albert Nyanza Lake the reservoir, its area 
being one-fourteenth that of the Victoria 
Lake, and its catchment area, which includes 
that of the larger lake, being more extensive, 
One metre depth over the area of the Albert 
Lake represents a storage capacity of 6,500 
million cu. yd. In the case of this lake, also, 
evaporation and absorption are important 
factors to be reckoned with, and the rainfall 
and catchment area may not be suflicient to 
give a satisfactory balance after deduction of 


the loss due to those neutralising factors, |
